Airs. Snyder’s co-defendant, 
who she says is solely guilty, just 
as he lays the entire blame on her. 
But for one brief flurry of tears, 
the blonde widow’ was in command 
of herself. 
She charged that Gray, her lover, 
killed her husband for his $96,00u 
insurance. 
“ I W’as the beneficiary, hut he 
knew how’ to get money out of 
me,” she said in answer to ques­ 
tions by Gray’s counsel. 
“Why should Gray want to kill 
Albert 
Snyder?” 
asked 
AVilliam 
Alillard, counsel for 
Gray . 
“For the insurance my husband 
carried.” 
“But you were the beneficiary. 
He 
could 
only 
get 
the 
money 
through you?” 
‘‘That is true, hut he knew how 
to get money from me, he had done 
it frequently.” 
‘‘Insurance 
is 
the 
only 
motive 
you can think of?” 
“ Y"es.” 
Mrs. Snyder told of meeting Gray 
in her mother’s room the night of 
the murder, of feeling that he had 
rubber gloves on, and of leading 
him down stairs after he had said 
he intended to kill Snyder. 
As the questioning went on, Gray 
took more and more interest finally 
turning his gaze directly on his 
former mistress and keep ing it riv­ 
eted -on her. It was the first time 
he had looked at her since the trial 
began. 
Alillard next took np an Instance 
when Albert 
Snyder was

asp hyxiated by a disconnected gas 
tubs.
